On April 27, 1913, the Taion was 
seized and looted by pirates at the 
point on West river, where one year 
later to the day the piratical attack 
just reported here was made. 
On April 27, 1914, the Talon cleared 
from Hung Kong for Koagmoon with 
general cargo, a crew of 40 Chinese 
and 303 passengers. 
The vessel was 
commanded by Captain 
Weathered, 
with Chief Officer Evans and Engineer 
T. I). McCartney, who was on the 
steamer at the time ot the first pirati 
cal attack a year ago. 
At about ten o’clock at night, April 
27, otr Kai Au, while the captain was 
asleep in his cabin, several score oi 
pirates that had come aboard as pas­ 
sengers, appeared on the decks with 
Mauser Titles in their bauds. 
Frightened cries 
from the 
other 
Chinese aroused Captain Weathered. 
Seizing a shotgun, he leaped tor the 
bridge, reaching it a moment in ad 
Vance of the first pirate to seek the 
point of vantage. 
The captain shot 
him through the stomach and the body 
rolled back upon his climbing fellows 
behind. 
For the moment the dash of the 
armed Chinese was halted, and in that 
moment Captain Weathered was joined 
by the mate and engineer and two 
Portuguese guards. 
As fast as they 
could reload their weapons they tired 
into the ruck of squirming tigures 
lliat appeared, fell back in the dark­ 
ness and appeared again at the bridge 
rail. 
Across the floor of the bridge 
dashed a figure, screaming with rage 
and pain, and the lingers of two talon 
like hands closed in a wounding clutch 
on the throat of the engineer. Cap 
lain Weathered whirled and fired with 
hasty aim. 
Several shots from the 
weapon raked through 
McCartney s 
hip, but the mass of the load struck 
and shattered the pirate's skull.

The droppings board 
should be cleaned at least once or 
twice a week and the roosts thoroughly 
oiled with kerosene, crude oil or some 
commercial preparation of this nature, 
every week. 
It is very necessary to 
put the oil on the under side of the 
roosts, and it is advisable to spray tile 
oil in the cracks and corners around 
the roost and dropping boards. 
The 
nests should be cleaned occasionally 
and should be examined frequently for 
mites. The chicken mite is usually a 
pale gray color, with darker spots, but 
after feeding it becomes reddish and 
is usually noticed as gray or reddish 
patches on the under side of the 
roosts. Coops for chickens should be 
treated in a similar way. A dust bath 
of fine road dirt or any fine dry earth 
should be provided unless the hens 
range on light, sandy soil. 
Hens and J 
chickens should be dusted with a com­ 
mercial or home-made lice powder if i 
many lice are found on them. 
The 
necessity for such treatment depends 
entirely upon the conditions, which 
should be watched carefully. 
Care of the Eggs. 
In order to produce good market 
eggs In summer tho following rules 
should be followed: 
Keep the nests clean; provide one 
nest for every four hens. 
Gather the eggs twice daily. 
Keep the eggs in a cool, dry room 
or cellar. 
Market the eggs at least twice a 
w'eek. 
Sell, kill or confine all male birds 
as soon as the hatching season is over. 
i Infertile eggs (eggs laid by hens that 
are not allowed to run with a male 
bird) keep much better in hot weather 
than fertile eggs, while the male bird 
has no influence on egg production.

KEEP POULTRY YARDS CLEAN 


Where Only One Place Is Available 
for Chickens It May Be Kept 
Sweet by Use of Lime.

The farmer who has abundant range 
for his chickens, where they may se­ 
cure plenty of green food and insects, 
and where the range may be changed 
from season to season, has a great 
advantage over the man who must 
keep his stock in a email space. 
If only one place is available this 
may be kept in sweet, healthy condi­ 
tion by the use of lime and by plow*- 
ing and cropping between seasons. If 
not possible to plow up a large space 
at one time, divide the lot and freshen 
up one part of it, then turn the stock 
into that portion—and plow and ren­ 
ovate the other half. Even when 
cared for in the best possible man­ 
ner, this Is not as desirable as a 
change to new ground or ground that 
has been used a season or two for 
growing crops. 


Keep Vessels Clean. 
Be sure that the vessels used for 
skim milk are kept clean. It is best to 
set out a clean crock each time milk 
is given. 
Wooden troughs are unfit 
for milk in summer. 
Milk is an ani­ 
mal product and soon putrefies in the 
hot sun. 
Putrefied animal products 
set up an irritation in the digestive 
tract known as ptomaine poisoning, a 
fatal malady. 
Always set the milk 
vessels in the shade.
